U.S.Road Program: Looks Like 
We Pay for Other Man's Ride

Federal propagandists have been beating the. drums for a 


super-highway system more than a year noy/r-—-but when ypu 
stop to think of it no one seems to have told us the other side 
of the story. 


Before you do any eyebrow-lift- 


ing over the idea that there can 
possibly be two sides: to the good- 
roads story just remember 
that 


"good roads" 
is 
a 
meaningful 


phrase only when it spells roads 
that serve our 
community 
and 


state—otherwise the term 
"good 


-roads" is only an unpleasant tax 
statistic. 


Now to get on with that super- 


highway system the federal prop- 
agandists are talking about— 


As of last week the situation in 


Washington was this: 


The Eisenhower administration 


has abandoned its plan for a multi- 
billion-dollar bond issue and now 
looks favorably on the Democrat- 
ic proposal to finance the super- 
roads with new high taxes on gas> 
oline, trucks, tires and tubes—a 
tax increase of about one billion 
dollars a year. 


What is this super-road system? 


It is a brand new setup of airline 
highways from coast to coast, and 
from Canada to the Gulf of Mexico, 
duplicating much of the present 
load system and therefore requir- 
ing much new right-of-way in all 
the 48 states. 


What would be the super-road 


system picture as applied to Ar- 
kansas? The master map of ,the 
U. S. Bureau 
of 
Public 
Roads 


shows an airline highway coming 
into Arkansas from Memphis and 
running to Little Rock, where it 
splits 
into two legs—one in the 


direction of Fort Smith and Okla- 
homa, and the other toward Tex- 
arkana and Texas. None of these 
cities would be served directly, 
but would be reached by access 
roads from the super-highway. 


All this "good roads" business 


as actually spelled out, therefore, 


' is pretty remote from many Ar- 
kansas cities, such as El Dorado, 
Camden, Magnolia, 
Pine 
Bluff, 


Helena, Fayetteville. In effect, the 
proposal is for a toll-type highway 
system but without the tolls. As 
far as Arkansas' is concerned a toil- 
road system has already been pro- 
nounced "not feasible" in a report 
by the State Highway Department, 
the University, and a private eng- 
ineering firm, to the Legislative 


r Council. 


But of course if the federal gov- 


ernment goes ahead 
and 
builds 


such a. system without tolls then 
the money will have to come from 
the taxpayers in new high taxes. 


This writer heard some untold 


facts about the superhighway plan 
from John A. Rudisill, executive 
vice-president of 
the 
Arkansas 


Public Expenditure Council, when 
he spoke at Hope during his cur- 
rent tour of all Arkansas counties. 


It is Mr. Rudisill's contention 


that the federal bureaucrats have 
shaped up this super-highway pro- 
gram to meet the needs of a few 
crowded states like New York and 
California and now propose to force 
it upon the entire nation regardless 
of the actual needs or desires of 
1he individual states. And he pre- 
sents a pretty grim financial pic 
lure us to whdt would hnppen to 
our present system pi slate and 


local highwaj'S. 


Speaking of that proposed billion- 


dollar-a-year tax increase Rudisill 
says: 


"At the proposed automotive 


excise and gasoline tax rates, 
the Arkansas motorist's propor- 
tionate cost of the total pro- 
gram for the next , 16 years 
would amont to a total of 602 
million dollars in order to get 
368 million dollars in federal 
highway 
grants-in-aid. 
This 


means 234 million dollars would 
be retained in Washington to 
be spent for foreign aid, unnec- 
essary federal storage space, 
wasteful administrative prac- 
tices, etc." And he added that 
•the nation-wide' accrual of such 
funds in Washington would run 
into billions. 
That the new highway proposal 


would give the .federal government 
vast and arbitrary powers over 
l?nd and highway facilities in all 
the 48 states goes without saying. 
Since the Bureau of Roads would 
be controlling 90 per cent of the 
super-highway funds it would have 
90 per cent, if not more, of the say- 
so as to where access roads and 
private enterprise would be located 
in all the 48 states. 


Furthermore, while the program 


would start off with the federal 
folks "contributing" 90 per cent of 
the cost the whole history of fed- 
eral-state 
ventures 
suggests it 


wouldn't be long before the states 
would be asked to increase their 
share to 50 per cent—and you im- 
mediately visualize stale gasoline 
taxes of 10 or possibly 12 cents a 
gallon . . . for a program in which 
our state would have no voice. 


And one of the worst blows of 


all is this: Portions of the new dual 
highway which Arkansas is only 
now completing between Bcnton 
and Little Rock would be discarded 
for a brand new road—and the 
state would be required to build 
and keep up existing interstate 
highways paralleling the new mil- 
itary road. 


In conclusion, Rudisill lold. our 


group: 
"Give our Arkansas Highway 


Commission Ihe revenues from 
just the federal gasoline tax 
now going to the federal govern- 
ment and we will get highways, 
roads and streets much quicker 
and more representative of the 
needs of all the people of Ar- 
kansas than we will from feder- 
al hand-outs . . . 


"And- there is another way 


we can have our cake and eat 
it too. If the 
taxpayers 
and 


highway 
users 
of 
America 


would rise up and 
tell 
their 


congressmen in no uncertain 
terms that they want Foreign 
Aid spending reduced to abso- 
lute essentials, and the savings 
of over five billion dollars an- 
nually which could be achieved 
from enactmenl of Ihe recom- 
mendations of the Commission 
on Reorganiation of Ihe Execu- 
tive Branch of the Government, 
we would 
have - more 
than 


enough money to pt.y for the 
construction of the Inler-Stntc- 
Highway System."

Gardner is reported to 
want 


more money and attention for the 
research job, and a tighter divi- 
sion of responsibility among the 
services for carrying it out. He 
carried his case to Secretary of 
Defense Wilson, vacationing 
in 


Miami. 


There was no direct question to 


the President about the report of 
Gardner's stand. He did not com- 
ment specifically on the 
Gardner 


matter.

WASHINGTON OR—Is it a crime 


if you 'give a senator $2,500 for 
his re-election campaign? Not if 
your only purpose is- to help him 
get re-elected. 


You can, under law, oontribute 


up to $5,000 if that is your purpose 
arid, the money is for use in a 
general election. There's no limit 
On yhat an individual can con- 
tribute for a 
primary 
election 


campaign. 


It-would be a crime if your real 


purpose — which might be very 
iiard, to • prove1—is tdinfluence the 
seiiatpr^s vote on some bill in 
which you are interested. 
That 


would be bribery. 


And it is a crime for a corpora- 


tion to contribute directly to a 
senator's political campaign —in a 
primary or general election — al- 
though it ,is all ,;right fort,,officials 
of the company5' to coritrtbute as 
individuals. . 


These questions hover over the

The tendency to write Mencken 


c/f as merely a verbal showman 
began many years 
before 
his 


death. Those who prize orthodixy 
always like to low-rate the unor. 
thodox man by calling him a show- 
off. 
They do this because 
they 


fer him. He disturbs the 
pattern 


of their smug world. 


The critics of Mencgen like 
to 


dismiss him s the leader of 
a 


liort-lived intellectual cult, a 
if 


rie were no more than a faddt 
with a gift for word. 


Somehow I believe they 
are 


quite wrong. I think that if 
we 


could return here a century hence 
we would fnd that the clarion ac> 
cent of the 
pringtly "Baltimore 


Sage" had won a more endurnig 
place in literature than the gibber- 
ish of many literary critics today 
who find life so overpowering and 
confusng.

These are men who 
looked behind the easy beliefs of 
mankind for the hard answers. 


Like Swift and Shaw, Mencken 


found the

ly likeable. Few men in history 
who have left a record of

passage behind them have had a 
greater zest for life, or enjoyed it 
more. 


Personally, Mencken was one of 


the kindest Of souls. He held out

But he loved humap liberty and 


he could sympathize with every 
form of human fralty except pre- 
tense and stuffed-shirtism.
